Germans only want Germany, 
declared Dr. Karl Borner..a high 
Nazi offeial, on his departure 
from the International Students’ 
Conference at Cambridge. "As 
for German war ainis, they are a 
myth. War would wreck the 
German dreams of the rebirth of 
her people. Moverover, Herr Hit-jy 
ler saw war from the ranks, and 
there will never be another war 
if he is able to prevent it.” This 

NMouncement of Nazi policy 
Wage tu a consideration of vital 
World issues. For the biggest 
problem to-day is disarmament. 
And the biggest obstacle to dis- 
armament is perhaps French in- 
transiyence, caused by mistrust 
of Germany and a profound con-| 
viction that the Na&i regime 
threatens French security. Is 
this mistrust, then, bused on 4 
myth? Or is Germany really ag- 
gressive? Dr. Borner puts one 
side of the case. Another side 
ig seen most provocatively in Dr. 
Banse's famous book now tran- 
slated under the title, “Ger- 
many, Prepare for War." Dr. 
Ewald Bunse is Professor of Mi- 
litary Science at Brunswick 
Technical College. Both this 
book and a former manual of his, 


Jentitled “Military Science,” have 


aroused international protest, as 
a result of which they have been 
banned in Germany. The author 
proclaims that “The Third 
Reich, 2s we dream of “it . 
can only be horn in blood and 
iron.” He regards war as ter-

ploxsment.: and this phase will 
pass. as it did in Fascism. The 
real issue lies, after all, with 
Herr Hitler, For where he 
leads, the German people resur- 
vent will follow. And his later 
utterances, since the ebullitions 
of “Mein Kampf,” are definitely 
for peace.

On Jan-|i 
uary 31st... the anniversary of 
the Nazi regime, “loud and 
istormy applause” greeted his 
pussionate appeal for recogni- 
tion of German equality, coupled 
with "reconciliation of the two 
xreat nations who in the last two 
centuries have so often poured 
out the blood of their best sons 
on the battlefield without mak- 
ing any exsential alteration in 


France fears for her security. 
No one in’ Germany wants to 
threaten it, and we are ready to 
ido anything to prove this. Ger- 
many demands her equality. No 
one in the world has the right to 
lrefuse this to a great nation, and
